OTHER STATES SHOULD KNOW OF 
COUNTRY SUPPORT FOR LEAGUE 


The Northern Soccer League would not harm its own cause 
if it forwarded a copy of the letter from our friends in Gunnedah, 
which appears on Page Seven of this issue, 


The Gunnedah people ob- 
viously see in the Northern 
League hope of advance- 
ment but there is no such 
light for them if the New 
South Wales Federation 
takes over control of Soc- 
cer in all parts of the State. 


And the Gunnedah en- 
thusjasts know, as do we, 
jhat while the Northern 
League might not have set 
any football fields afire up 
to the present, these things 
must move slowly and that 
the Northern League has 
not forgotten them or the 
need to help in the advance- 
ment of the code in centres 
outside the cities. 

But Gunnedah need not 
fear.. The move to have 
the Northern Soccer 
League’s autonomy  with- 
drawn or curtailed flopped 
miserably at a meeting of 
the Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration in Sydney last 
weekend, 

The proposal was put for- 
ward but nothing more than 
that happened. The plan was 
squelched so compre- 
hensively by far-seeing ad- 
ministrators that it is doubt- 
ful if those who put it for- 
ward will feel like repeat- 
ing the effort, 

We've said our piece 
about the absurdity of leav- 
ing contro] of the code in 
the hands of those in Syd- 
ney and there is no need 


for repetition. But the fact 
that the move was squashed 
last weekend gives the 
Northern League the green 
light to go right ahead with 
its plans, for it is now 
assured of a permanent and 
settled place in the admin- 
istration of the code in Aus- 
tralia. And that is how it 
should be, 


£575 NOT TOO MUCH 

Some officials have told 
me that the £575 which the 
Northern Soccer League 
will receive as its share of 
the profit from the Everton 
tour is more than they had 
hoped for, 

Maybe so, but I think 
the Australian Federation, 
knowing that the North is 
striving to help others be- 
sides itself, could have 
been a little more generous. 

However, it seems that 
the £16,000 from the profit 
of £30,390 made on the tour 
which was cut up among 
the State Federations was 
divided on a ratio in pro- 
portion to gate receipts at 
matches in which Everton 
played, and so the North’s 
share was £575, But it could 
have been remembered that 
the Australian Federation 
allocated the last match of 
the tour to Newcastle and 
set it down for a Wednes- 
day. Had the national body 
given a weekend match to 
the North the gate takings 


would have been consider- 
ably more — and the re- 
sultant hand-out much 
bigger. 

That means thal the 
North, which had no say 
in allocation or date, had 
to take what was handed to 
it when it could, with more 
sympathetic treatment, have 
qualified for a much bigger 
sum with which to carry 
on its good work. 

After all, Tasmania and 
the A.C.T. received £750 be- 
tween them because Ever- 
ton did NOT play there. 
Surely, it would have been 
fhirer to have given the 
North a little more because 
Everton DID play here. 

RUSSIANS IN 1965
